Auto Clock Set 

Description: The DVD/VCR can automatically look for time and date 
information after most power outages as well as each time the machine is 
turned off. Using time information broadcast in TV signals (if available), the 
DVD/VCR's clock sets itself. 

Requirements: Start Auto Clock Set using the DVD/VCR's on-screen menus. 



One-Touch Recording (OTR) 

Description: OTR quickly records the remaining portion of a program already 
in progress. It is a great way to capture the end of a sporting event that has run 
into overtime or a live broadcast that runs long. 

Requirements: A tape with its safety tab in place and enough tape to record 
a program must be inserted into the VCR. Repeatedly press the Record button 
on the DVD/VCR front panel or remote to set the desired duration of time to 
record (up to nine and a half hours).

Things to Consider Before Connecting 
Components 

Protect Components From Power Surges 

• Connect all components before plugging any power cords into the wall outlet. 

• Always turn off the TV and other components before you connect or disconnect any cables. 

Position Cables to Avoid Audio Hum or 
Interference 

• Insert all cable plugs firmly into their jacks. 

• Place any Audio/Video (A/V) cables to the side(s) of the back panels instead of straight 
down the back after connecting components. 

• Try not to coil any twin-lead cables and keep them away from all A/V cables as much as 
possible. 

• Make sure all antennas and cables are properly grounded. Refer to the Safety Tips sheet 
packed with your unit for detailed information. 

Protect Components From Overheating 

• Never block ventilation slots in any component. Arrange the components so that air can 
circulate freely. 

• Do not stack components. 

• Allow adequate ventilation when placing components in a stand. 

• Place an amplifier or satellite receiver on the top shelf of a stand so heated air rising from it 
will not flow around other components.

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Setting the DVD/VCR's CH 3/4 Switch 

The CH 3/4 switch on back of the DVD/VCR determines what channel the TV must be tuned to 
see the DVD/VCR's image. Choose whichever channel does not carry a broadcast. 

Note: If you connected components using A/V jacks and cables, the DVD/VCR's signal must be 
viewed using the TV's video line input channel. 



Plugging in the DVD/VCR 

Your DVD/VCR's power cord has a plastic band strung through the blades. Remove the plastic 
band before plugging the cord into the power outlet. To remove the band, cut with a pair 
of scissors and pull it free of the blades. Once the plastic is removed, match the wide blade of 
the power cord to the wide slot in the AC outlet. Be sure to insert the plug completely. 




Installing Batteries in the Remote 

1. Remove the battery compartment cover on the remote. 

2. Insert new batteries matching the polarities (+ and -) on the batteries with 
the diagram in the battery compartment. 

3. Put the battery compartment cover back on the remote. 



Turning on the TV and DVD/VCR 

Turn on the TV and press the POWER button on the remote to turn the DVD/ 
VCR on. 

Note: If you have an RCA, GE, or Proscan TV, your DVD/VCR's remote may be 
able to operate it without being programmed. Press the POWER button on 
the remote and both devices should turn on. 

Tune the TV to the DVD/VCR viewing channel, which is channel 3, 4, or the 
TV's video line input channel (usually VTD1, VID2, or SVID). 

• If you connected your DVD/VCR using RF coaxial cable only, turn the TV 
to channel 3 or 4 (whichever was set on the DVD/VCR's CH 3/4 switch). 

• If you connected the DVD/VCR using A/V jacks and cables, select the TV's 
video line input channel. To do this, you might have to repeatedly press the 
TV VIEW/INPUT button on the remote to toggle through your line input 
channels. 
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Completing the Auto Setup 

The first time you turn on the DVD/VCR, or after an extended power outage, you will be able to 
set the on-screen menu language, you will be reminded to connect an antenna or cable if you 
have not already done so, and you will be able to acquire available channels and the current time. 

Note: With numbered menu choices, press the corresponding number button on the remote 
to automatically select it. In the case of the language menu, press 1 for English, 2 for Francais 
(French), or 3 for Espahol (Spanish). 

The DVD/VCR's Auto Setup procedure will automatically detect whether an antenna or cable is 
connected, then search for all active channels in your area. This procedure may take several 
minutes to complete. When finished, the DVD/VCR will tune to the lowest channel found. If 
Auto Channel Search is unable to locate channels in your area, you can search and add channels 
manually. See page 44 in Setting up Channels for details.

Navigating On-Screen Menus 

The technical term is Navigation — how you move through the on-screen 
menus. The theory is the same for all the menu screens; use the corresponding 
number button on the remote select it. 

You can access individual menus using the DVD/VCR's on-screen menu system 
by pressing SETUP on the remote. Then use the up and down buttons to cycle 
the menu selection arrow through menu options. 

• Use the right button to select or change menu options. 

• Use the left button to move backwards through menu options on certain 
screens. 

• Use the ENTER button to confirm settings. 

• Use GO BACK to return to the last menu viewed or exit the menu. 

• CLEAR clears the menu options on certain screens. 

• To choose an on-screen item, press the remote's corresponding number 
button. 




Types of Discs Your DVD/VCR

• DVD video discs — Contain high quality picture and sound content. 

• Audio discs — Contain musical or sound content only. 



Video CD discs — Like DVD video discs, Video CDs contain picture and 
sound content.

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Remote Control Buttons 

This section describes what each button on the remote does. 
(Listed alphabetically) 




3D SOUND Press to simulate a 3D surround effect from two stereo speakers 
if the material was recorded using Dolby Surround® or Dolby Digital®. 

100+ Use to select channels 100 and higher. First, press the 100+ button, then 
enter the remaining numbers using the number (0-9) buttons. 

A.DUB Used when adding sound to a pre-recorded videotape. 

Arrow Buttons Move the on-screen arrow around to point to menu items. 

AUDIO When playing a DVD, accesses various audio languages, if available. 

AULX) Sets the VCR so it will automatically adjust the tracking. 

CH and V Selects the next higher channel in the DVD/VCR's memory. If 
your TV is GE, RCA, or ProScan, also controls your TV channels. 

CLEAR Clears menu options on certain screens. 

CLOCK/COUNTER When pressed repeatedly, cycles through the current 
time, the counter time, and time remaining on a videotape, if playing. 

DISC MENU Accesses the disc's menu when you're playing a disc. 

DISPLAY During DVD and CD playback, displays the title number, chapter or 
track number, and counter time. During videotape playback, displays the status 
of the VCR (usually PLAY), the counter time, and the record speed. 

DVD Puts the remote in DVD mode so you can control the DVD deck. The 
DVD indicator will light on the front panel display to show that the DVD deck 
is selected. 

» (FORWARD) While playing a disc, press and release to skip through 
contents one chapter or track at the time. Press and hold while playing a DVD 
to search forward at variable speeds. While playing a tape, searches forward 
through content. 

GUIDE/SP/SLP When in VCR mode, sets the record speed for videotapes to 
either SP (Standard Play) for best quality or SLP (Super Long Play) for 
maximum recording time. When in DVD-controlling mode and while playing a 
DVD, this button will access DISC MENU mode. While playing a VCD, this 
button may also display a small picture on-screen (depending on the disc). 
When playing an Audio CD, this button activates the "intro scan" feature which 
plays a few seconds of each track. 

MARK/SEARCH/INDEX During video playback, accesses the menu that lets 
you find index marks on the videotape or search for a specific time on the 
counter. During DVD playback, accesses the marker banner, which lets you set 
index markers at points on a disc to which you'd like to return. 

MODE/REPEAT Opens the playback mode menu when a DVD or CD is 
stopped so you can play the disc's chapters or titles in random order or in an 
order that you specify. When a DVD or CD is playing, pressing this button 
repeats the current chapter or title. 

Numbers (0-9) Selects a channel up to 99 when you press two numbers. 
Also can be used to input information such as chapter numbers, track numbers, 
or to make selections on some menu screens.

Connections & Setup 



OPEN/CLOSE Press to open and close the disc tray or eject a videotape. 
PAUSE/PLAY Plays a tape or disc. During playback, pauses the tape or disc. 
POWER Turns the DVD/VCR on and off. 

PREV.CH/GO BACK When in the menu system, takes you to the previous menu. Returns the DVD/VCR to the previous 
channel. When the remote is in TV mode, returns an RCA, GE, or ProScan TV to the previous channel. 

REC/ANGLE Starts VCR recording. During recordings, adds 30 minutes more of recording time (up to 4X). When watching 
DVDs, press to access various camera angles, if available. 

« (REWIND) While playing a disc, press and release to skip back through contents one chapter or track at the time. 
Press and hold while playing a DVD to search backwards at variable speeds. "While playing a tape, searches backwards 
through content. 

SETUP/ENTER Brings up the DVD/VCR menu. In some menus, selects a menu item. 

SHUTTLE During videotape playback, gradually increases or decreases the speed at which the tape advances or rewinds. 

SKIP/F.ADV While using a videotape, pressing this button advances the tape ahead in one minute increments, up to five 
minutes. "While using a videotape, pressing this button repeats the last 30 seconds of tape. "When videotape or a DVD disc is 
paused, it advances playback forward one frame at the time. 

STOP Stops playback. 

SUBTITLE/VCR PLUS+ When playing a DVD, shows available subtitle options. Also, brings up the VCR Plus+ menu. 

TRK- and TRK+ Lets you manually reduce the streaks that may appear on the picture during videotape playback, slow 
motion, or pause. Reduces picture "jitter" during stop-action videotape playback. 

TV When used with an RCA, GE, or ProScan TV, turns on and controls the TV. Puts the remote in TV mode. 

TV VIEW/INPUT Cycles through all of your input sources, including the DVD, VCR, TV tuner, Linel (front A/V input), and 
Line2 (rear A/V input) sources. 

TV/VCR Switches the picture signal source between the VCR and cable/antenna system. 

VCR Puts the remote in VCR mode so you can control the VCR deck. The VCR indicator will light on the front panel 
display, showing that the VCR deck is selected. 

VOL + and - Adjusts the volume level of the DVD/VCR. If your TV is GE, RCA, or ProScan, also controls your TV volume. 

ZOOM/MUTE During DVD playback or when paused, displays a small picture of a magnifying glass that specifies an area 
to be magnified. If your TV is GE, RCA, or ProScan, also reduces the TV volume to its minimum level. 

Programming the Remote 

The remote can be programmed to control most brands of TVs, VCRs, and DVD players. To program your remote: 

1. Turn on the component (TV, VCR, or DVD) to be programmed and point the remote at the component. 

2. Press and hold the component button (TV, VCR, or DVD) on the remote while you enter the brand's code from the 
code list below:

Back Panel Jacks 

1. RF OUT (TO TV) Use to connect an RF coaxial cable to the TV. 

2. IN (FROM ANT.) Use to connect an antenna or cable feed to the DVD/VCR. 

3. CH 3/4 SELECTOR Move this switch to the channel that does not carry a broadcast. This 
will be the channel that the TV must be tuned to in order to see the DVD/VCR's picture 
(viewing channel). 

4. LINE LN 2 (R and L AUDIO and VIDEO Use this to connect a second input source (such 
as a digital satellite receiver) to the DVD/VCR. 

5. LINE OUT (R and L AUDIO and VIDEO) Use A/V cables from these jacks to connect to 
the corresponding A/V input jacks on a TV or receiver.

When in the DVD/VCR menu system, press to scroll 
the arrow down. 

10. FAST FORWARD/FORWARD button Press to move to the beginning of the next title, 
chapter, or track of a disc, or the beginning of a videotape. Press and hold to forward a 
DVD or CD. 

11. DVD/VCR SELECT button Press to switch between decks. When in the menu system, 
press to select an item. 

12. Front panel display Shows the status of the decks. 

13. CHANNEL +/- and TRACKING buttons Press to change the channel or manually adjust 
the tracking. 

14. TV/VCR button Press to switch between TV and VCR modes. 

15. Tape Speed button Press to adjust the tape recording speed. 

16. Set Up button Press to display the DVD/VCR menu system. 

17. Input button Press to change the input source.

Front Panel Display 

The description below tells what each part of the front panel display mean when lit. 

1. DVD icon Indicates the status of the DVD deck. The icon above signifies that the disc is 
moving. 

2. 3D icon Signifies that 3D sound is on. 

3. Camera icon Shows that the inserted DVD has multiple angles from which to choose. 

4. MPEG or MP3 Indicates that a CD with MPEG or MP 3 tracks is playing. 

5. LPCM Indicates that a disc with LPCM (Linear Pulse Code Modulation) audio is loaded. 

6. C Shows the currently-playing DVD chapter number. 

7. T Shows the currently-playing CD title number. 

8. Number display Displays the current time, counter, remaining time on a videotape, time 
expired on a disc, or the current deck status. 

9. AM/PM Signifies that the time is a.m. or p.m. 

10. Clock icon Means a timer recording is programmed or in progress. If blinking, there is an 
error. Also displays without the clock hands to indicate that a recording is in progress, and 
blinks when the VCR is paused. 

11. COPY Shows that a DVD to VHS copy is in progress. 

12. Tape reel icon Indicates the status of the VCR deck. The icon above signifies that the 
videotapes is moving. 

13. DVD Indicates that the DVD deck is selected and remote and front panel button presses 
will activate the disc. 

14. SVC DVD Indicates that a DVD, CD, VCD, or SVCD is loaded. 

15. Dolby Digital' icon Indicates that a disc with Dolby Digital® audio is loaded. 

16. dts icon Indicates that a DVD with a DTS soundtrack is loaded. 

17. Circle icon The current TV show or video is broadcast in stereo. 

18. HI-FI The hi-fi track of a VHS tape is playing. 

19. SP/SLP The VCR record speed is set to SP or SLP. 

20. VCR Indicates that the VCR deck is selected and remote and front panel button presses 
will activate the videotape.

Playing DVDs 



Before Playing a Disc... 

Make sure that the disc is compatible with the DVD/VCR player. There are some discs that 
cannot be used with this player. 

Also, both the DVD player and discs are coded by region. These regional codes must match in 
order for the disc to play. If the codes don't match, the disc won't play. This player's code is 
region 1. 

Playing an MP3 Disc 

Your DVD/VCR can play MP3 files burned on a CD-R disc. The files should be recorded at a bit 
rate of at least 128 kbps and have no gaps, or blank data. If there are gaps on multi-session 
discs, you may experience problems. You may also experience sound cutting in and out on 
discs that are recorded with a Variable Bit Rate (VBR), which is from 32 to 320 kbps. 

To play MP3s: 

1. Insert the disc. The MP3 main menu will appear and the first song will begin automatically. 

2. Use the up and down arrow buttons to select the folder that contains the MP3 files you 
want to hear. 

3. Press SETUP/ENTER to select it. If there are more than eight folders, use the left and right 
buttons to view the folders. 

4. Press SETUP/ENTER again to play the selected song. While playing, you can view 
other folders. 

5. To stop the playback, press the STOP button on the remote. 

Playing a DVD or CD 

To play a disc, turn on the TV and your DVD/VCR (press ON • OFF on the player or the remote). 
Then follow the below steps. 

1. Press the OPEN/CLOSE button on the front of the DVD/VCR. 

2. Place a disc gently into the tray with the disc's label facing up. Double-sided discs have 
content on both sides, so place the disc in the tray with the desired label facing up. 

3. Make sure you are in DVD mode by pressing the DVD button on the remote and checking 
that the DVD deck is selected. 

4. Press the OPEN/CLOSE button on the front of the player to close the disc tray. 

The DVD/VCR player reads the disc's table of contents, and then one of two things happens 
depending on how the disc was programmed: 

• The disc starts playing. 

• The disc menu appears on the screen. One of the menu options will start disc play. Use 
the arrow buttons to highlight that option and press SETUP/ENTER. 

To completely stop playback, press the STOP button twice. The next time you press PLAY/ 
PAUSE, the disc will start over from the beginning. 

To stop playback so you can start it later from the point that the disc stopped, press the STOP 
button once. 
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Accessing Disc Features 

Each disc is programmed with different features. 
To access a disc's features: 

• Press the remote control's disc menu button — The disc menu is part of each disc. The 
contents of each disc menu vary according to how the disc was composed and what features 
are included. The disc menu might only contain a list of the titles and chapters, or it may allow 
you to change features such as language and playback settings. 

A feature will only work if the disc was programmed with that feature. For example, if you have 
subtitles turned on, the subtitles will only appear if the disc was created with subtitles. If a 
menu item is "grayed out" it means that item isn't available. 

You can display the disc menu while the disc is playing by pressing the DISC MENU button on 
the remote control. The following is an example of how to enter a DVD disc menu.

Pausing and Advancing one Frame at the 
Time 

1. Press PLAY/PAUSE once to pause DVD or CD playback. The audio will 
mute and if the player is paused for five minutes, it will stop automatically. 

2. Each press of the F.ADV button advances the DVD picture one frame at a 
time. Audio is muted and you can only operate in the forward direction. 

3. Press PLAY/PAUSE to resume normal playback. 

Playing in Slow Motion 

While a DVD disc is paused, you can start forward slow motion playback from 
either the remote or the front panel. 

1. Press PLAY/PAUSE to pause playback. 

2. Press and release FORWARD (») for forward slow motion playback. 
Repeatedly press and release the button to increase the speed from 1/8 to 
1/4 to 1/2 speed. 

3. Press PLAY/PAUSE to resume normal playback. 

Searching Through a Disc 

While a DVD disc is playing, you can visually search forward and backward at 
variable speeds. You can do this by using either the remote or the front panel. 

1. During playback, press and hold the REWIND («) or FORWARD (») 
button on the remote or front panel to cycle backwards or forwards 
through speeds from normal playback to 2X, 4X, 8X, 16X, 32X, and 128X. 

2. "When you find the speed you want, release the button. 

3. Press PLAY/PAUSE to resume normal speed. 
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Working with Chapters 



Program content on a DVD can be divided into chapters. To find out if your DVD has chapters, 
you should access the disk's menu, if available, by pressing DISC MENU on the remote while the 
disc is playing. The following sections describe what you can do with your DVD's chapters. 

Skipping Chapters and Titles 

You can skip through a DVD or CD disc's contents one chapter or track at a time by doing the 
following: 

• Press and release the REWIND («) button to go to the beginning of the chapter or title that is 
playing. Press again to go to the beginning of the preceding chapter or title. 

• Press and release the FORWARD (») button on the remote to go to the beginning of the next 
chapter or title. 

You can also go directly to a chapter or title by following these steps: 

1. Press the DISPLAY button on the remote. 

2. Use the left and right arrows to point to Chapter or Title. 

3- Use the up and down arrows to change among all available chapters or 
titles on the disc. 

4. Press SETUP/ENTER when finished. 

Repeating Chapters and Titles 

You can repeat a single chapter, or repeat a complete title. 

1. During playback, press the REPEAT button. The current repeat mode 
will flash on the front panel. 

2. Use the left and right arrows to select Chapter or Title. 

3. Press SETUP/ENTER to set the DVD/VCR to repeat the current chapter 
or title. 

4. After the chapter or title finishes playing, it will be repeated.

Playing the Chapters in Random Order 

You can set a random order for playback of chapters or tracks on a DVD or CD. 

1. After the disc is stopped, press MODE on the remote. 

2. Use the up and down buttons to point to Random Play. Then press the 
right arrow button to select. The disc will automatically play in random 
order. 

Note:: To stop random playback, press the CLEAR button twice. 

Creating Your Own Chapter Order 

The Programmed Play option lets you set up a specific order to play back the 
chapters on a disc. 

1. Stop the disc and press the MODE button on the remote. 

2. Use the up and down arrows to point to Programmed Play and press the 
right arrow to select it. 

3. Use the up and down arrows to select the first chapter or track in your 
revised playback list, then press SETUP/ENTER. 

4. Use the up and down arrows to select the remaining chapters or tracks, 
pressing SETUP/ENTER after each selection. 

5. Press the PLAY/PAUSE button to play your customized chapter order. 

Note: To cancel Programmed Play, stop the disc and press the POWER button 
on the remote. 

All programmed chapters are deleted when the disc is removed or the DVD 
player is turned off. 



Using the Counter 

You can view the counter position during DVD or CD playback on the screen 
by pressing the DISPLAY button on the remote. The counter position indicator 
is labeled Time. 

You can view the current time and the current counter position on the front 
panel display by pressing the CLOCK/COUNTER button. 
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Zooming In and Out 

You can zoom in at 2 or 4 times the normal magnification while watching a DVD. To do this: 

1. During DVD playback, press the ZOOM button. A small picture of a magnifying glass will be 
displayed on the screen. 

2. Use the up, down, right, and left arrow buttons to move the magnifying glass to the area you 
want to magnify. 

3. Press SETUP/ENTER repeatedly to zoom in at 2X, 4X, 2X, and normal magnification. 

Viewing a Different Angle 

If a small picture of a film camera appears on the front display during playback, you can view the 
same scene from different perspectives, or angles, while watching. To do this: 

1. Check for the small picture of a film camera on the front panel. 

2. Press the ANGLE button on the remote. 

3. Use the up and down arrows to select one of the available screen angles. 

Using Subtitles 

Many DVDs provide subtitles in one or more languages. To view and select subtitle options: 

1. During playback, press the SUBTITLE button on the remote. 

2. Use the up and down arrows to select a language. 

3. Use the left and right buttons to turn subtitles on and off. 

4. Press SETUP/ENTER to confirm your selection.

Repeating Specific Sections of a Disc 

You can repeat a section of a DVD or CD by first marking the starting point and 
the end point: 

1. During playback, press the REPEAT button. 

2. Use the left and right arrows to select A-B. The A will flash, indicating that 
you should set the starting point. 

3. Press the SETUP/ENTER button at the beginning of the section you want to 
repeat. This will be point A. The B will now flash, indicating that you 
should set the end point. 

4. Press the SETUP/ENTER button at the end of the section you want to 
repeat. The minimum repeat time is five seconds. 

5. The section will now begin repeating in a continuous loop. 
To cancel the repeating section: 

1. Press the REPEAT button to open the repeat menu. 

2. Use the left and right arrows to highlight Off, then press SETUP/ENTER. 

Marking Starting Points 

You can access a specific place in a DVD by inserting up to three 
bookmarks: 

1. During playback, press the MARK button on the remote. 

2. Use the left and right arrows to move to one of the three bookmark 
placeholders, which are indicated by dashes (" "). 

3. Find the place you want to bookmark, then press SETUP/ENTER. The 
placeholder will change to a number. 

4. Repeat steps 2-3 for each bookmark you want to place. 

5. When finished, press the MARK button to exit. 
To find and play the place you marked: 

1. During playback, press the MARK button on the remote. 

2. Use the left and right arrows to move to the desired bookmark, labeled 1, 
2, or 3.

VCR (press ON • OFF on the player or the remote). Then follow the below steps. 

1. Insert the tape into the VCR deck. The DVD/VCR will automatically be 
placed in VCR mode." 

2. Press the Play button on the remote or front panel. If the tape does not 
have the Record Safety Tab attached and the Auto Play feature is turned on, 
the tape will begin to play automatically. 

Note: To stop playback, press the STOP button on the remote or front 
panel.

Playing and Rewinding Automatically 

You can set up the VCR so that it automatically plays a tape (with its safety tab 
removed) when you insert it. When this feature is set, the VCR will also 
automatically rewind any tape when it completes playing. To do this: 

1. Press the SETUP/ENTER button on the remote. 

2. Use the up and down arrows to move the on-screen arrow to 
VCR & Channel Setup. 

3. Press the right arrow to confirm your selection. 

4. Use the up and down arrows on your remote to move the on-screen arrow 
to Auto Play/Reivind. 

5. Use the right arrow to choose from the following options: 

• Both — Enables both Auto Play and Auto Rewind. 

• Play — Enables Auto Play only. Tapes without the record safety tabs will 
play automatically when you insert them. 

• Rew — Enables Auto Rewind only. Tapes will rewind automatically when 
they are done playing. 

• None — Disables both Auto Play and Auto Rewind. 

6. Press the GO BACK button on the remote to exit. 
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Pausing and Playing in Slow Motion 

You can pause a tape during playback. While a tape is paused, you can start forward slow 
motion playback. 

1. Press PLAY/PAUSE once to pause playback. 

2. Press FORWARD (») on the remote for forward slow motion playback. Press the button 
again to increase the speed. 

3. Press PLAY/PAUSE to resume normal playback. 

Forwarding and Rewinding 

To forward or rewind a tape: 

• During playback, press and release either the Forward (») button or the 
Rewind («) button to advance or reverse the tape at five times the normal 
speed. 

• During playback, press and hold either the Forward (») button or the 
Rewind («) button to advance or reverse at seven times the normal speed. 

To gradually increase the speed of the forward or rewind: 

• During playback, repeatedly press the SHUTTLE — » button to increase the 
speed from normal speed to twice normal speed, to five times normal 
speed, to seven times normal speed. 

• During playback, repeatedly press the « — SHUTTLE button to decrease the 
speed from pause to five times slower than normal speed, to seven times 
slower than normal speed. 

Recording 

You can quickly record a program with the touch of one button, called One- 
Touch Record (OTR). To record a program: 

1 . Turn on your DVD/VCR and your TV. 

2. Tune the TV to the channel that receives the DVD /VCR signal (usually 
Channel 3, 4, or the video input channel — Vidl, Vid2, etc.). 

3. Insert a blank VHS tape into the VCR deck. 

4. If necessary, press the VCR button, then the TV VIEW button on the 
remote. 

5. Use the number buttons or the channel up and down buttons on your 
DVD/VCR remote to select the channel you would like to record. 

Note: If you are recording from an external device other than the TV, 
repeatedly press the TV VIEW button to select Line 1 if the external device is 
connected to the front of the DVD/VCR or Line 2 if the external device is 
connected to the back of the DVD/VCR. 

6. Press the REC button on the remote or front panel. 

Note: To pause recording, press the PLAY/PAUSE button on your remote. 
Press the STOP button to stop recording.

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Recording the Date and Time 

The date and time stamp allows you to overlay the date and time at the beginning of your 
recordings. 

To add the date and time stamp: 

1. Press the SETUP/ENTER button on the remote. 

2. Use the up and down arrow buttons to point to VCR & Channel Setup and 
then press the right arrow button to select it. 

3. Move the selection arrow to Date/Time Stamp then press the right arrow 
button to select from the following options: 

• Timer — Time and date will appear only on timer recordings. 

• All — Time and date will appear on every recording. 

• None — Time and date will not appear. 

Recording Speeds 

You can change the recording speed from SP (Standard Play) to SLP (Super 
Long Play) to fit six hour of programming on a T-120 VHS tape. The selected 
recording speed will appear on the front panel display. 

To change the recording speed: 

1. Start the recording. 

2. Press the SP/SLP button on the remote: 

• SP — Standard Play, for best quality. 

• SLP — Super Long Play, for maximum recording time (three times as long 
as SP).

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Setting a Timer Recording 

The timer recording feature lets you program up to 16 events at a time to record up to a 
year in advance. Once you have set a timer, a small picture of a clock appears on the 
front panel display. 

1. Turn on your DVD/VCR. 

2. Insert a blank tape into the VCR deck. Make sure the record safety tab is 
attached to the tape. 

2. Turn on your TV. 

3. Tune the TV to the channel that receives the DVD /VCR signal (usually 
Channels 3, 4, or Video). 

4. Press SETUP/ENTER on the remote. 

5. Use the up and down buttons to point to Set Timer Recording. Then press 
the right arrow button to confirm the selection. 

6. Use the up and down buttons to point to the first available event. Then 
press the right arrow button to confirm the selection. 

7. Use the number buttons or the up and down arrows to set the date and 
time of the event. 

Note: You must enter a valid number. To leave an entry unchanged, press 
the right arrow button. You must enter the month, day, hour, and minute as 
two-digit numbers. For example, enter 01 for January and 04:00 for four 
o'clock. 

8. Enter 1 for a.m. or 2 for p.m. 

9- Use the number buttons or the up and down arrows to set the length of the 
event. 

Note: You must enter the hours as a one-digit number and minutes as a 
two digit number. For example, enter 4:03 for four hours and three minutes. 

10. Use the number buttons to set how often the event will be recorded. 

11. Use the number buttons to tell the DVD/VCR your recording source. Press 1 
to record from the television (CH#), press 2 to record from the device 
connected to the front input jacks (Line 1), or press 3 to record from the 
device connected to the back input jacks (Line 2). 

12. Use the number buttons to choose the channel number you want to record. 

13- Use the number buttons to set the speed at which you would like to record. 
Press 1 to have the speed set automatically, press 2 to record at SP, and 
press 3 to record at SLP 

14. Press GO BACK to confirm your settings. You will now have the following 
options: 

• To program another event, select another available event number. 

Note: If you scheduled overlapping timers, you will be prompted to either 
delete one or let them overlap so that the DVD/VCR completely records the 
first event before starting to record the second event. 

• To edit an event, select its event number. 

• To delete an event, select its event number and press CLEAR on the 
remote. 

15. Press GO BACK to exit the menu. 
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Using the VCR Plus+ System for Timer Recordings 

You can use the VCR Plus+ system to simplify programming timer recordings if you have cable 
TV and don't receive all channels through a cable box or if you receive your TV signal off-air. 

How to Set Up the VCR Plus+ System 

You will need to invest a little time to prepare the system. First, map local channels for the VCR 
Plus+ system using the provided worksheet and abbreviated codes for typical cable services in 
the U.S. and Canada (see the next page for the Code Lists and the Worksheet). 

1. Press SETUP/ENTER on the remote. 

2. Use the up and down arrows to display the VCR & Channel Setup menu 
and press the right arrow to select it. 

3. Use the up and down arrows to point to VCR Plus Setup and press the right 
arrow to select it. 

4. Select VCR Channel List. 

5. Use the up and down arrow buttons to point to a channel number that the 
DVD/VCR recognizes. If the channel number does not correspond with the 
local channel number, use the number buttons on the remote to enter the 
correct channel number. Repeat this for each channel number. 

How to Use the VCR Plus+ System 

To set a timed recording using the VCR Plus+ system menu: 

1. Press the VCR PLUS+ button on the remote. 

2. Enter the PlusCode® programming number found in most TV program 
listings. Press the remote control's VCR PLUS+ button to enter. 

3. In the SELECT EVENT screen, make sure the program information is 
correct. 

Notes: Use the remote control's CLEAR button to erase timer programs at 
the SELECT EVENT screen. 

You can edit timer entries using the remote control's up and down arrow 
buttons to select the desired event, then the right arrow button to display 
the detailed information. Follow on-screen prompts to complete changes. 

4. When satisfied that the timer information is correct, press the RETURN 
button repeatedly to exit out of menus. 

To add more time to the end of each recording session: 

1. Press SETUP/ENTER on the remote. 

2. Use the up and down arrows to display the VCR & Channel Setup menu 
and press the right arrow to select it. 

3. Use the up and down arrows to point to VCR Plus Setup and press the right 
arrow to select it. 

4. Select Timer Extend and select whether you'd like to extend the timer by 
two or five minutes .

To watch a different channel than the one you are recording: 

1. Start the recording. 

2. If your remote is programmed to control the TV, or your TV is RCA, GE, or 
Proscan, press the TV button on the remote to switch to your TV tuner. 
Then select a different channel on your television. 

If your remote does not control your TV, manually select a different 
channel on your television. 

To watch a DVD while you are recording: 

1. Start the recording. 

2. Insert a DVD in the DVD deck. The DVD/VCR will automatically switch 
into DVD mode and you can control the DVD deck. 

3. If the DVD does not start automatically, press PLAY/PAUSE. 

Recording in 30-Minute Increments 

One-touch recording (OTR) lets you record or add recording time in 30-minute 
increments up to 9 hours and 30 minutes. If you press POWER during 
recording, the DVD/VCR will turn off automatically when the recording time 
has elapsed. To set up this type of recording: 

1. While recording, press the REC button. OTR 0:30 should appear on the 
screen and the VCR should record for exactly 30 minutes from the moment 
you pressed REC. 

2. To add more recording time, continue to press REC. Keep pressing REC 
until you cycle to the amount of time you would like to set. See the section 
below for information on continuous loop recording. 

3. The DVD/VCR will stop recording automatically when the time has 
elapsed. 



Continuous Loop Recording 



Continuous loop recording allows you to record the entire videotape over and 
over until you press STOP. It is most commonly used for continuous recording 
of security cameras. 

1. Start recording. 

2. While recording, press the REC button repeatedly until 9:30 appears on 
screen. 

3. Press the REC button one last time. You have now entered loop record 
mode. The DVD/VCR will continuously loop until you press STOP.

Recording from an External Device 

You can record from a device other than your TV or the DVD deck. To record 
from another device: 

1. Press the SETUP/ENTER button on the remote. 

2. Use the up and down arrow buttons to point to VCR & Channel Setup and 
then press the right arrow to select it. 

3. Move the selection arrow to Record Source and press the right arrow button 
to select one of the following options: 

• Auto — Records what is on the screen, which is set by pressing the TV 
VIEW button on the remote. 

• Tuner — Records from the DVD/VCR's built-in tuner. 

• Line 1 — Records from the device connected to the jacks in the front of 
the DVD/VCR player. 

• Line 2 — Records from the device connected to the jacks in the back of 
the DVD/VCR player. 

• DVD — Records from the DVD deck. 



Copying from DVD to VHS 

Caution: The unauthorized recording of copyrighted materials may infringe the 
rights of others. 

To copy the contents of a DVD to a VHS tape: 

1. Insert the disc you wish to copy into the DVD deck and close the drawer. 

2. Play the disc until you reach the point you want to record. At that point, 
press PAUSE on the remote. 

3. Insert a blank VHS videotape into the VCR deck. 

4. Press the VCR button to enter VCR-controlling mode. 

5. Press the REC button. 

Note: If the DVD you are attempting to copy is copy protected, you will not 
be able to copy the disc. 

6. Switch to DVD mode by pressing the DVD button on the remote. You 
might have to repeatedly press the TV VIEW/INPUT button to select the 
correct input channel. 

7. Press PLAY/PAUSE to play the DVD. 

8. When the DVD is finished playing, press the VCR button on the remote to 
switch to VCR mode. You might have to repeatedly press the TV VIEW/ 
INPUT button to select the correct input channel. 

9. Press the STOP button to end recording. 

Note: You must stop the copying process manually when the DVD ends or 
the DVD/VCR may replay and record over again. 
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Adding New Sound to a Videotape 

You can replace existing sound on a videotape with sound from: 

• A CD or DVD 

• A microphone connected to a sound system 

• A cassette player 

Note: Audio dubbing is applicable only to the mono audio track (normal audio). Do not 
perform an Audio Dub on a tape with mono sound or you will lose the old sound 
information. 

To dub audio: 

1. Connect audio/video cable from the audio inputs jacks on the DVD/VCR player to the audio 
input jacks on your sound system, such as a cassette player. 

2. Insert the videotape onto which you want to record the new audio track. 

Use the REWIND button to go back slightly beyond the point at which you 
want to begin the audio dub. 

Press PLAY/PAUSE twice to pause the videotape. 

Press A. DUB on the remote control. 

Repeatedly press TV VIEW on the remote control to select the source from 
which the dubbing is to occur. 

On the sound system, locate the point at which you would like to start 
playback. 

Start playback on the sound system. 
Press PLAY on the remote control. 

Notes: The new sound will be recorded on the normal soundtrack of the 
tape, and the original sound will remain on the Hi-Fi sound track. Do not 
perform an Audio Dub on a tape with mono sound or you will lose the old 
sound information. 
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Adjusting the Tracking 

Tracking removes white lines that can appear during playback. Your VCR has an auto-tracking 
feature that automatically aligns the tracks with the playback heads on the VCR to remove the 
white lines. 

You can also set the tracking manually. To do this, during playback press the TRK- and TRK+ 
buttons on the remote to remove the white lines. To resume auto-tracking, press the AUTO button 
on the remote. 

Skipping Commercials 

You can skip the videotape ahead exactly one minute. During playback, press the SKIP button 
once to advance one minute. Press it repeatedly up to five times to skip ahead 1-5 minutes. 

Repeating Sections 

During playback, press the REPEAT button on the remote to repeat the last 30 seconds of tape. 

Marking and Finding Sections 

You can quickly mark specific places in a videotape while recording by inserting index marks, 
which are similar to the bookmarks used in DVDs. 

To insert index marks: 

1. During recording, find the place on your videotape where you would like 
to insert an index mark. 

2. Press the MARK button on the remote. IDX (Index) will flash on screen 
while the mark is recorded. 

Note: Index marks are inserted automatically at the start of every recording.

To find a specific index mark (index search): 

1. During playback, or while the videotape is stopped, press SEARCH on the 
remote. 

2. Use the up and down arrows to point to Index Search/Scan. Press the right 
arrow to select it. 

3. Enter the index mark number (from 1 to 99). 

4. Press the forward or rewind button to begin the search. When the DVD/VCR 
finds the mark it will play the tape. 

To locate the next available blank, unused segment on a videotape: 

1 . During playback, or while the videotape is stopped, press SEARCH on the 
remote. 

2. Use the up and down arrows to point to Blank Search. Press the right arrow 
to select it. 

3. The DVD/VCR will search for the next blank space on your tape and stop. If 
no blank space is found, it will eject the tape. 
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Using the Counter 

Pressing the CLOCK/COUNTER button repeatedly cycles the front panel display through the 
current time, the current counter position, and the amount of time remaining on the tape in the 
VCR deck. 

Searching for a Specific Time 

You can locate a specific tape location in hours, minutes, and seconds if you know the counter 
time. This "Direct Time Search" feature is commonly used for editing purposes. You can 
advance the tape directly to the beginning of a scene. To search for a specific time:

Setting the Clock 

If you were unable to find a local station and set the clock using Auto Setup, you can set the date 

Press the SETUP/ENTER button on the remote to display the SETUP MENU. 

Use the up and down arrows to point to Set Clock and press the right arrow 
to select it. 

Use the up and down arrows to point to Auto Clock Set. 
Press the right arrow to select Off. 

Use the up and down arrows to point to Set Clock and press the right arrow 
to choose it. 

Use the right and left arrows to select the month, year, day, hour, minute 
and am or pm. Press the up and down arrows to set it. 

Note: Enter each number as a two-digit number, such as 02 for the second 
day, month, or hours and 01 for the year 2001 . 

Press the GO BACK button to exit or continue by setting the Daylight 
Savings setting, the time zone, or a channel by which the clock should be 
set. 

Note: If you specify a channel, you tell the DVD/VCR to set its clock using a 
station that broadcasts time information, such as a local PBS station. You 
should use this feature only if automatically setting the clock does not work. 

Setting up Channels 

Auto Setup, which occurs when you turn on your DVD/VCR for the first time or 
after a power outage, is sometimes unable to correctly set up your player. In 
these cases, you should set up the channels manually by following the 
instructions in the following sections. 

Specifying Antenna or Cable 

If you were unable to correctly set up the DVD/VCR's tuner band during Auto 
Setup, you can manually set it to reflect the type of signal you are receiving 
through the ANTENNA IN jack — antenna or cable. You should also set it 
manually if channels are coming in on the wrong channel number. 

To specify that you are using an antenna or cable: 

1. Press the SETUP/ENTER button on the remote. 

2. Use the down arrow to point to VCR & Channel Setup. Press the right arrow 
to select. 

3. Use the down arrow to point to Channel Setup. Press the right arrow to 
select.
